Subjefts do promiſe Obedi- 
dience , that the Magiſtrate might Help 
them ; which if he does not, they are dif+ 
charg d of their Obedience. If Magiſtrates 
without Fear tranſgreſs God's Laws them- 
ſelves, and Co others to do the like, 
they are no more to be taken for —_— 
but to be Examin'd , Accus d , Condemn'd , 
and Puniſh'd, as Private T, ranſgre ors. Evil 
Princes ought by the Law of God to be De- 
pos d,and Fefericur Magiſtrates ought chiefly 
ro do it.
